DETAILED ACTION 

The application of Giorgio Gregg field 5/19/2006 for Method and Apparatus for Long 
Distance Reading of Passive Tags in Radio Frequency Identification System filed has been 
examined. Claims 22-42 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fail to teach or suggests an interrogating station comprising an 
antenna array detecting at the interrogating station an absolute value and a phase 
of each response signal received at each antenna in the array; submitting each received 
response signal to phase conjugation, thereby generating a respective phase- 
conjugated signal; and transmitting the phase conjugated signals back to the passive 
tags. 

The closest prior art of record US Patent 6185440 teaches a communication station using 
an antenna array to transmit signals to the remote units (abstract) and US Patent 4370653 teaches 
adjusting the phase of the interrogation signal based on the phase of the response signal received 
from the RF tag but is silent on teaching the limitations as claimed.
